General Benjamin Harrison Dies 


and the Nation Mourns for 


the Statesman. 


THE FUNERAL Ml BE NOTABLE 


Indianapolis, March 14.— After an 


illness of but seven days General 
Benjamin Harrison, former president 
of the United States, died at 4:15 last 
evening at his home in this city* 
Gradually throughout the day the 
tide of life ha4 been ebbing and the 
physicians, onembers of the family 
and friends of the stricken states- 
man iviho were gathered1 about the 
bed of the sufferer knew there was 
no hope and that the end could not 
be greatly prolonged. 


The death of General Harrison has 


thiown a pall of profound 
sorrow 


over this city and from every section 
of the country come expressions of 
the grief of the people and the sense 
of great loss the country has sus- 
tained. 


The funeral will bs held Saturday. 


and already there is overwhelming 
evidence that it will be the most 
notable funeral held in the west since 
the dearth of President Lincoln. 'Men 
of exalted station in every activity 
will be present in immense numbers 
to pay tribute to the greatness of the 
dead statesman. President JffcKinley 
will be present and all the members 
of the sen-ate and house who can. 
come, together with members of the 
cabinet, governors of many states, 
aa4 hundreds of others of prominence 
in political and business life,

FROM THE PRESIDENT. 


A message from President and Mrs, 


McKiuley reached the home of the 
late President 
Benjamin Harrison 


today. It was as follows; 


"Executive Mansion, Washington^ 


March 13, 1901.—In the death of 
General Harrison the country has lost 
a distinguished statesman, a devoted 
patriot and *an exemplary 
citizen. 


The people of the nation mourn with 


you. 
You have the heartfelt sym- 


pathy of Mrs. McKinley and myself 
in this hour of overwhelming sorrow 
in your home.

The Harrison lot in Crown1 Hill 


cemetery, where the late /president's 
first wife is buried, is acknowledged 
to be one of the most beautiful spots 
in the whole cemetery. It is north- 
west of the east entrance and is sit- 
uated on one of the gently sloping 
knolls for which Crown Hill is faon- 


ous. 
Around the base of the knoll 


a shaded driveway winds in its course 
through the city of the dead. T4he 
Harrison monument faces, east, fifty 
feet from the driveway. 
Near the 


monument stands a tree which shades 
the grave of her who once was first 
lady in the land. From the top of 
the hill 9, sweeping view of 
the 


cemetery may be had. 


The Harrison monument is a rect- 


angular piece of granite, mounted on 
a carved base, supported by short, 
thick pillars—massive, but unosten- 
tatious. "Harrison" appears in re- 
lief at the base. In this beautiful 
spot the body of the late president 
will be interred.

THE LAST SCENES. 


It is only a xveek since thfe disease 


began, which, developing into pneu- 
monia, closed so suddenly the years 
of useful activity and high thought 
that followed the retirement of Mr. 
Harrison from the greatest office in 
the gift of his fellow citizens. He 
himself had looked forward to many 
more years of service, and to a quiet 
and peaceful qld age, amid the com- 
forts of the home life which had al- 
ways been dear to him, Nor had thd 
members of his family nor the public 
had any warning that the end was so 
near. 


THOSE AT HIS BEDSIDE. 


Around the bedside of the great 


American as he lay dying was a 
group composed of his wife, some of 
lis brothers and sisters, his physi- 
cians and a few intimate friends. All 
day long they had been watching 
and Waiting for the summons which 
would tell them that the limit of the 
sick 
man's 
strength 
had 
been 


reached. 


Ifrom early in the morning it was 


well understood that the end could 
not be far off. A restless night left 
Mr. Harrison in a very weak and ex- 
hausted condition. He could not en- 
dure stimulants. 
The oxygen that 


was being forced into his lungs did 
little gbod except to prolong his life 
a little while, and his weakness in- 
creased from hour to hour. 


Still 
the 
magnificent 
physical 


struggle against the disease was kept 
up, and though the patients's breath- 
ing was harsh and labored, though 
each breath evidently racked his 
body as it came, it was not till a few 
minutes before death that a break- 
down was evident, 


DAUGHTER SENT AWAY. 


The physicians noticed the change 


and the relatives and friends were 
quickly brought to the room. None 
of the general's children were pres- 
ent. Both Col. Bussell Harrison and 
Mrs. McKee were at the moment hur- 
rying on trains from their homes to 
this city, and little Elizabeth, the 
child of his old age, had been 
from the room to save her eyes the 
sad and painful sight. 


Mrs. Harrison, the general's wife;

WIFE HOLDS HIS HAND. 


To the right of the bed knelt Mrs.

The group waited in silence for 


just a few moments. Then there was 
a gasp, the last struggle for breath, 
and Dr, Jameson signed to those 
around him that all was over. The 
silence was broken by the voice of 
Dr. Haines raised in prayer, and 
pleading for consolation to the be- 
reaved wife and family. 


Though no words canie from the 


lips of General Harrison in his last

HIGH WINDS HELP SPREAD OF 


THE FLAMES. 


Cloverport, Ky., March 14.—In the 


biting air of the 
early morning 


lours the 
citizens1 of 
Cloverport 


ooked on, almost powerless to act, 
;oday, while fire destroyed $500,000 
worth of property and left 1,000 per- 
sons—half the population—homeless. 


Every business house was burned' 


and the distress of hundreds of 
women and children 
was relieved 


mly when a train loaded with supplies 
arrived from Louisville and Hender- 
on. 
At noon the fire was still burning 
n spots, but the remaining struc- 
;ures -were scattered and no further 
spread was anticipated* 


By the bursting of a natural gas 


)ipe in the kitchen of a private house 
shortly after midnight the building 
was set afire. 
A hjg-h wind was 


blowing and the burning embers were 
carried to the immense tobacco ware- 
houses owned by the American To- 
bacco 
company. 
These buildings 


were soon wrapped in fames and ef» 
lorts to save them were abandoned 
n order to fight the fires which were 
springing up on all sides. The to- 
bacco company's plant, consisting or 
-wo stemmeiies and 1,000,000 pounds 
of tobacco, was soon -destroyed, and 
the fire continued to spread. The 
.ocal fire department was totally in- 
adequate to cope with, -the fire and 
.ouisville and Henderson were ask* 


ed to send assistance. As Louisville 
.s seventy-five miles distant, (how- 
ever, no help arrived until 
4:30 


o'clock, and by that time the fire had 
about exhausted its material* Every 
business house was gone, together 
with all provisions and 
clothing. 


Over half of the residences, too, had 
been destroyed and 1,000 people were 
wandering -aimlessly through the 
streets, staring at the mains. 


Here and there on the outskirts of 


the town fires were seen in some 
small frame cottages, but these grad- 
ually died out and by noon the flames 
had been almost entirely checked. 


Relief trains 
were made up at 


Louisville 
and 
Henderson 
and 


brought 5,000 loaves of bread, 
a 


large supply of clothing, etc. 


The coaches will be placed at the 


disposal of the -homeless until they 
can find other 
temporary homes. 


Adjutant General Murray this after- 
noon shipped 500 tents from Frank- 
fort. 


A number of persons were slightly 


injured in fighting the fire.

was the American Tobacco company.

the stirring scenes through which he 
had passed and to incidents of his 
life as president of the country. But 
more than all these things he won oc- 
cupied with the Boer war, the strug- 
gle of the little nation in South Af* 
lica, for, as he thought, its rights 
against the great encroaching em- 
pire. 


General Harrison would, it has 


been stated, have liked nothing bet- 
ter than to have come out frankly 
and strongly with his views about 
the cruelty of the great nation to- 
waicl the little one, Discretion and 
the sense of his position as a past 
executive of the land kept him from 
it until the semi-xinconscious hours, 
when the bonds of propriety were 
loosed. 
Then disconnectedly, but 


with great insistence, he rambled 
about the hopelessness of the strug- 
gle, the cruelty of England and the 
sufferings of the Boors. 


TURNING POINT TUESDAY, 
"Tyranny," it is said, is a word 


that was frequently on his lips as he 
rambled on, and "shame" and "out- 
rage" were other words he used* The 
voice was weak and trembling, the 
sentences were disconnected, but the 
meaning and the spirit of the man 
were unmistakable. 


Of conscious spoken words during 


the last thirty-six hours of the gen- 
eral's life there were very few. Yes- 
terday was the turning point of the 
disease, and it was the time when the 
little periods of consciousness became 
further and further apait 


That afternoon he was perhaps con- 


scious for the last time, when little 
Elizabeth, his baby daughter, was 
brought to him. She brought him a 
small apple pie which she had made 
herself, and offered it as a gift. He 
seemed to recognize her and possibly 
understand her. He smiled at her 
and seeaned to understand her, but 
the effort to sipeak was too much, 


RECOGNIZED HIS AtltfT. 


A few hours before this he had rec- 


ognized and spokon to his aunt, Mrs, 
Newcomer, who had just reached the 
house. He also spoke to Iffir. Miller, 
the words being very indistinct nnd 
only "doctor" and "my lungs" being 
understood, 


The last words he spoke -were to 


Mrs. Harrison 
find in answer to a 


question, but his voice was then al- 
most inaudible and his manner in- 
dicated that it required a concentra- 
tion of effort to grasp the import of 
the wife's question an'd form a reply, 


The death was announced in the 


city by the tolling of bells and the 
dropping of flags to half-mast.

HIS ILLNESS BRIEF. 


General Harrison's 
illness dates 


from last Thursday, 
Ke h\d been 


suffering from a seveie cold for 
a 


week pieviously, but InJ paitially 
recoveied and was experiencing 
no 


inconvenience from his ailment. 
On 


Wednesday he came clown town in a 
closed carriage and left it for a few 
minutes at the bank. At bieakfast 
Thursday moining 
he was seized 


with a slight chill, but this was not 
regarded as indicating a serious con 
dition, although a physician was call- 
ed and simple remedies, weie pie- 
sciibed. Later in the day, however, 
the symptoms developed into & maili- 
ed case of the grip and he was com- 
pelled to take his bed. 


Symptoms of pneumonia soon ap- 


peared in a hepatized condition of the 
&pcx of the left king, attended by 
same difficulty in bicathlng ami in- 
creasing1 temperature and a weak and 
at times rapid pulse. 
The attend- 


ing- (physician recognized this as a 
dangerous symptom, and fioin th«* 
moment that hepatization began, 
foresaw that General Harrison, owing 
to his advanced age and a slightly 
enfeebled condition of the physical 
and nervous systems, was in a veiy 
serious if not critical condition. 


SPREAD OF INFLAMMATION. 
All efforts to overcome this in- 


flammatory 
-condition were futile, 


and it rapidly 
extended 
to other 


j>arts of the lung and in twenty-four 
hours that tnember was nearly en- 
tiiely involved. 
Acute pneumonia 


was the result and at this stage caine 
the knowledge that recovery was ex- 
ceedingly doubtful. Since yesterday 
morning the physicians 
have not 


looked foi-waid to anything except 
the result which followed last even- 
ing. 


The bulletins given out from the 


residence have tat all times been veiy 
conservative, and everything possi- 
ble was done to cheer the members of 
the family, and, without encouraging 
hope tbat would make the disap- 
pointment mare -acute, aid them hi 
bearing the strain upon them. 


It i^siid that neaily 600 gallons 


of pure oxygen were forced into Ms 
lungs in the last thirty-Six hours, 
and cnly this had sustained life since 
yesterday noon, 
-Piior to that time 


stimulants had been applied both in- 
wardly and externally, but ithe de- 
pression which resulted from these 
became inoie and more marked as the 
disease advanced, and they had to "be 
abandoned and the use of oxygen 
continued. 


HIS SEDESKTARY LIFE. 


Mr, Harrison made a liei'oic strug- 


gle for life, but from the beginning 
of his illness the odd'3 were greatly 
against him, because throughout Ms 
entire life he had followed 
pursuits. 
Especially since his re- 


turn from the Adirondacks last Ml 
he had taken1 but little outdoor etfer- 
cise. 
Occasionally he would be seen 


taking a walk in the early morning 
or in the late afternoon with Mrs, 
Harrison or wlith little Elizabeth or 
with both, but 
these walks were 


rarely protracted beyond a few min- 
utes, and immediately upon his le- 
turn to his library ho became wholly 
absorbed in work either relating to 
his profession or to some magazine 
article which he was preparing un- 
der contract 


It is dft&d that he had three very 


important cases pending in the state 
courts and the United States supreme 
court, and he expected to go bo Wash- 
ington in the course of two or three 
weeks to attend* to one of these eases* 
Even when suffering from a cold ten 
days ago he devoted his time assldi- 
ousiy to thifc Work, when, by taking 
needed rest, he might have recuper- 
ated his strength far the more serious 
attack which followed* 
He devoted 


his timd wholly to his work, and 
thus constantly reduced the vitality 
which would be so much needed in 
the near future. 
AFFLICTIONS IN WASHINGTON. 


The death of Mr, Harttson came at 


a time in his life when he was eu- 
joying the prosperity which results 
fiom an* exceedingly lucrative prac- 
tice, the distiAction which he earned 
by Iris forcible character a*s a lawyer 
and as a statesman, and the paaoe 
which he found in a family relation 
that was exceedingly pleasant, and j 


that every year WT»S adding to his 
enjoyment and the comf011 of his 
old age. 


In a sense, he suffered more do- 


mestic afflictions 
during1 his four 


yeais' term in the white house than 
ever came to any single chief magis- 
trate of the country. 
One of these 


was the sudden death of his sacre- 
truy of treisuiy. 
Another was the 


death of the wife and daughter, by 
binning, of another cabinet minis- 
ter, incl lastly the death of Mis, Hnr- 
ii£3n, followed in a short time by the 
deith cf her father. 
The cumuli- 


live effects of these disasteis w.i> to 
ranko Mr, Hariis-on look back upon 
his experience at Wa<bhinj>on always 
with regret, and among his inhnale 
filciuls lie had been known to say 
it was a period which brought him 
but little pleasure and a g-iept r>nny 
sonows.

GREAT LIFE ENDED 


General Benjamin Harrison Dies 


and the Nation Mourns for 


the Statesman. 


THE FUNERAL WILL BE NOTABLE 


Indianapolis. March 14.—After an 


illness of but seven days General 
Benjamin Harrison, former president 
of the United States, died at 4:15 last 
evening at his home in this city. 
Gradually throughout the day the 
tide of life had been ebbing and the 
phyzicians, members of the family 
and friends of the stricken states- 
nun who were gathered about the 
bed of the sufferer knew there was 
no hope and that the end could not 
be greatly prolonged. 


The death of Oen/ral Harrison has 


throvrn. a pall of profound 
sorrow 


over this city and from every section 
of the country come expretsions of 
the grief of the people and the sense 
of great loss the country h.ts sui 
tained.
